these unattached people, and to 
mobilise the region’s entire effort, a 
new and comprehensive Defence 
Regulation has been issued. It 
bears the number 84AA, and its 
provisions are broadly as follows:— 
If at any time an actual landing of 
enemy troops occurs, or is imme- 
diately apprehended, a Regional 
Commissioner, in consultation with 
a competent military authority, may 
declare his region to be an opera- 
tional area for the purposes of the 
Regulation, and from then onwards 
anybody in that region may be 
required to hold himself, or herself, 
at the Government’s disposal. Any- 
body may be instructed to move 
anywhere either within the region 
or outside it, and to do any type of 
work which the military authority 
may deem necessary in the interests 
of resistance. Whatever his rank 
or class may be, a citizen can be 
ordered to dig tank-traps or con- 
struct fortifications; he will be 
entitled to pay, at the prevailing 
rates for such work, but he dare not 
disobey, under penalty of ten years’ 
penal servitude or a fine of £500, or 
both. These civilian efforts will be 
under the direction of officers, 
bearing the title of Operational 
Area Defence Officers. Nobody can 
be required to undertake the duties 
of a combatant, and all possible 
precautions will be taken against 
the conscription of a man or woman 
who is engaged in work of an 
‘“‘ essential ” kind—presumably, in 
the manufacture of munitions and 
in similar occupations—but, outside 
these limits, the Government’s 
power appears to be wellnigh 
absolute. The necessity and wisdom 
of the regulation are indisputable. 
Not only would a mass of unoccu- 
pied, undisciplined citizens be a 
positive menace to the work of the 
armed forces against an invader, 
but the experience of this war has 
shown that invasion cannot be 
resisted except by the wholesale 
mobilisation of the entire people. 
The most striking example is 
afforded by Russia, where, accord- 
ing to accounts from both sides, an 
enormous mass of citizenry has been 
enrolled against the Germans, We 
have commented already on the 
work of the “ partisans,’’ or 
guerrilla bands, which have proved 
themselves a most severe embarrass- 
ment to the Germans; but in all the 
chief cities as well there have been 
constituted ‘‘ labour battalions,’’ 
which perform the work that wil] be 
required of non-combatant English- 
men. Doubtless, indeed, it is the 
success of these labour battalions 
that has prompted Defence Reguia- 
tion 84AA. 


Bread for Breakfast 


The inevitable chaos that accom- 
panied the reduction of bread and 
flour supplies for the first few days 
has given way to some semblance of 
civilised order, and the general public 
is beginning to realise that the situa- 
tion is not nearly so bad as it seemed 
to be at the start. The disorganisa- 
tion that occurred nearly a fortnight 
ago was confined largely to the city 
of Dublin. It was caused in the 
main by a certain number of house- 
wives who fell victims to mass 
hysteria, causing a “run ” on bakers’ 
establishments, with the result that, 
while they obtained their normal— 
or even more than their normal 
supplies of bread and flour, many of 
the poorer people, who could not 
claim. to be “regular customers,” 
were left without anything. Happily, 
that situation has resolved itself, and 
the citizens of Dublin know now that 
there is no need for panic, that there 
is enough, if not abundance, for 
everybody, and that, if housewives 
exercise a modicum of common-sense, 
as well as of economy, nobody will 
need to go short. Of course, until 
the next harvest is garnered, there 
will be less flour and bread in Eire 
than there has been in former years. 
That simply cannot be helped; but, 
if the people take reasonable precau- 
tions, distress can be avoided. There 
are many people in this country who 
must have bread ; otherwise they will 
have nothing to eat. There are 
many thousands of others who nre 
sufficiently well-off to obtain alterna- 
tive foodstuffs, and it is to them that

5 “Tn conjunction,” states Mr. 
Simington’s note, “ with this specifica- 
tion of the agricultural employment of 
the land, the figures are given of Tithe 
Composition for each rish, as well 
as for each leaseholder. All these 
particulars were written down in the 
course of the summer of 1834—that is, 
some thirteen years before the regular 
collection of agricultural statistics was 
begun, and some three years prior 
to the Poor Law Valuation.” 

The parishes concerned in the returns 
are Carrick-on-Suir, Kilmurry, Kil- 
sheelan, Kilcash, Kiltegan and are 8 
grath, located mainly immediately 
north of the Suir, below the Slieve- 
namon range, and including some of 
the best types of land. The area was 
divided into the agricultural and 
pasturage areas, the former comprising 
the plain from Carrick to Tipperary 
and the latter the mountain districts.

CHILDREN DROWNED 


Dr. Weizmann, President of the 
World Zionist Organisation, criticising 
the Palestine Administration for refus- 
ing the entry of 760 Jewish Rumanian 
refugees, who were subsequently 
drowned when the Struma sank in the 
Black Sea, told the London conference 
that while the Struma was at Istanbul 
efforts were made to obtain a permit 
for the refugees to enter Palestine. The 
permit was refused, and the Turkish 
authorities ordered the ship to leave 
Istanbul. “The only concession which, 
at the last moment, was made to us was 
a permit to take the children (about 
70 in number), but this came too late,”’ 
said Dr. Weizmann. The children were 
drowned with the others.— (Reuter. )

FALL IN GUINNESS 
DULL SPOTS IN DUBLIN 


N the Dublin Stock Exchange during 
L3 the past week trading was held in 

check by the prevailing uncertainty 
and some neryous liguidation produced a few 
dull features, notably Guinness units and 
Home Rails. The favourable impression 
created by the unchanged Guinness interim 
was only short-lived, and fears regarding 
the company’s trade are very much to the 
fore again. This resulted in rather heavy 
selling both on local and London account 
and they reacted sharply to 80/6 x.d., and 
the close on Friday last was weak.

and Arnott and Co. have announced a final 
Ordinary dividend of 5 per cent., making 
again 7la per cent. for the year.

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| GILT-EDGED GOOD 
THE WEEK IN LONDON 


From Our Lonpon FINÁNCIAL 
CoRRESPONDENT. 


ties was the outstanding feature 

of the London Stock markets in 
the pi part of last week, the upward 
trend of prices having received a fresh 
impetus from the re-investment of a 
considerable proportion of the 
£74,000,000 of requisitioned India 
stocks, for which payment commenced 
on March 2. As was to be expected, 
this had an undue effect upon 
prices because of the limited market 
supply of stock. Among British 
Government issues the demand was 
chiefly for long-dated stocks or those 
without a definite redemption date, 
“SA as Consols 24 p.c. and Local Loans 

p.c. 

A set-back in prices occurred towards 
the week-end, when markets became 
subdued by the disturbing news from 
the Far East, which had the effect of 
discouraging buying, although there 
was not much increase in the volume 
of selling. 

It is not surprising that the demand for 
securities to replace the vested India Stocks 
paid off should extend to English Railway 
rior charge issues; for, broadly speaking, 
he position of these has been strengthened 
by the results for 1941. Presumably, an in- 
vestor who formerly held an India Govern- 
ment stock would hesitate to change into 
L.M.S. 4 per cent. 1923 Preference, with its 
yield of over 7} per cent.. or L.N.E. 4 per 
cent. First Preference, which can be ex- 
pected to give nearly 8 per cent.; but there 
could be little objection to a purchase of 
L.M.8. 4 per cent. (Senior) Preference, 
which gives about 544, or L.N.F. 4 per 
cent: First Guaranteed, upon which the 
return is fully 44 per cent, Another good 
security in this section is Southern 5 per 
cent. Preference, upon which the current 
yleld is nearly 4% per cent. The first of 
these three stocks is attractive, because of 
the big margin in 1941 behind the dividend 
requirements, this being represented by the 
full payment on the 1923 Preference calling 
for £1,605,539, and of 2 per cent. on 
Ordinary stock absorbing 1,904,000, 
together fully 23,500,000. 

It is possible that the pressure of money 
seeking investment in the future will bring 
about a further rise in Gilt-edged and sound 
stocks generally, irrespective of other con- 
siderations, with the result that new buyers 
will have to content with reduced 
returns. This pressure will be the con- 
sequence of a continuance of war expenditure 
on an enormous scale; for it is scarcely to 
be expected that a much larger proportion 
of this than at present will go into new War 
Loans as it should. This is-to be regretted; 
for the importance of saving and lending 
re oe Government is greater now than ever 

ore. ' 

The prospective further appreciation in 
Gilt-edged securities which will probably 
occur, in spite of stiff taxation, may havo 
a sympathetic effect upon other depart- 
ments, but here the investment flekl. as dis- 
tinct from the scope for speculation, is 
narrow. Foreign Government securities are 
almost entirely ruled out as investments, 
though some South American issues have 
possibilities. Some Home Rails are attrac- 
tive, but the operation of selecting satis- 
factory Industrial issues is more difficult 
now than it was before the war. 

Tt would, therefore, seem that the future 
will see a further narrowing of the markets 
available to investors, thus driving a larger 
pro ion of the available investment 
money into British securities, and especially, 
perhaps, those of a Gilt-ed type. 

Satisfactory dividend announcements have 
induced some demand for Brewery Ord. 
shares. The more prodent investor would 
robably hesitate before taking an interest 
n a section that is potentially speculative, 
but in several instances the margin of 
profit after providing-for the dividend is so 
substantial as almost to justify a purchasé 
for investment. 

A noteworthy example of this is Bullard 
Ord., upon which the last annual dividend 
was 17+ p.c., t ‘actual earnings were 
equal to just double that figure-—namely, 
35 p.c. As the shares vield nearly 5% p.c., 
they cannot be considered dear. Rather 
similarly, a return of 54 p.c. can be ex- 

cted from Morgans oe which th 
ast dividend was 13% p.c., though earnings 
were equal to quite 31 p.c. The last 
dividend on Watney Combe and Reid Defd. 
Ord, was 15 p.c.. with earnings equal to 
284 p.c., and the £1 units promise a return 
of about 5,% p.c.
